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The purpose of this memorandum is to set forth 
allegations from a Dutch correspondent indicating George 
Dc Mohrenschi ldt and his brother, Dimitri Do Mohrenschi lot , 
were involved in the assassination of President Kennedy. 

I On 4-3-67 Mr. Willem L. Oltmnns, a Dutch correspondent 

in the United Stafros who presently represents the Netherlands 
Television Company (KTC) , contacted the New York Office" and 
advised that KvC received information from an informant in 
Western Europe that George Do Mohrenschi ldt was the principal 
organizer in the assassination of President Kennedy and that 
his brother, Dimitri De Mohrenschi ldt, was a participant in 
the plot and possibly was the second assassin who fired from 
the woods, simultaneously with Lee Harvey Oswald. The informant 
told NTC that an unknown individual was in the Hotel Baker in 
Dallas several days prior to the assassination and directed 
the assassination. 

According to Mr. Oltmans, the Netherlands Television 
{ Cotaoany is making inquiries in the United States at this time 
in connection with these allegations and plans to release a 
I story to the public via television in two or three weeks.
